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BACKGROUND 

on May 17, 1990 the Contoocook Valley School District (Con-Val) 
petitioned PELRB for a declaratory ruling, pursuant to the PELRB rule Pub 
103.01, on whether the District is entitled to renegotiate a collective 
bargaining agreement with the Con-Val Education Association pursuant to 
273-A:3, II (b) when; (1) the cost items of the negotiated collective 
bargaining agreement was presented to the District meeting as part of the 
general appropriation warrant article, and (2) when the District meeting 
reduced said general appropriation article by $657,914. 

The Con-Val Education Association/NEA-NH (Association) by its 
representative Marc Benson objected and requested PELRB dismiss the petition 
and order the District to be bound by the agreement signed on February 6, 1990. 
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Hearing on this matter was held on June 14, 1990 in the PELRB office 
in Concord, New Hampshire. 

FINDINGS OF FACT 

The parties presented both oral and written testimony. PELRB makes the 
following findings in this case: 

1. Article 2 paragraph 2-l-l states as follows: 

...not be binding upon the Board, unless, 
and until, the necessary appropriations 
have been made by the voters..." 

2. This case is now considered MOOT based on the N.H. 
Supreme Court decision in the Sanborn Case and PELRB 
decision No. 90-72 in the Franklin case. 

ORDER 

The parties are ORDERED to negotiate the issues in accordance with the 
above cited Article 2 Par. 2-l-l of the collective bargaining agreement.
